335-338, it is 
learned that one, Thomas UZZELL emigrated to America 
from France as the commander of a ship under General 
LaFayette during the Revolutionary War. He is said 

to have settled in Virginia, near Smithfield, where he 
founded the old UZZELL (UZZIEL) CHURCH which was still 
standing in 1916, Thomas gave the land on which the 
church was built. It was a Methodist Church and when

Elizabeth Figures died February 14, 1860. Rev. Ball says “... in the 
seventy fourth year of her age. She was an affectionate mother and a 
pious woman . . . Her husband Major Figures, then quite infirm, did not 
long survive his faithful ‘wife of youth,’ with whom he had traveled life’s 
pathways for some three and fifty years.” He died in 1863 in Coffeeville, 
Alabama. 

In visiting the Coffeeville, Clarke County, Alabama cemetery we found 
the graves of Elizabeth W. Figures, wife of Major Thomas Figures, born 
September 2, 1785 and died February 14, 1860. We found the grave of 
their son, Charles C. Figures, born January 3, 1816 and died April 6, 1855. 
Also the grave of Margaret T. Figures, wife of John Figures, Thomas’ son, 
who was born August 1, 1812 and died August 18, 1860. 

There is a space between the graves of Margaret T., wife of John, and 
Elizabeth W., wife of Thomas, for two graves but no markers are there. 
There was a large rock at the head and one at the foot of one space by 
Margaret T. | would assume that her husband, John, was buried there, and 
that Major Thomas was buried in the other space by his wife, Elizabeth W.

Elizabeth Walker Coleman Figures, the mother of Martha Matilda, was 


the daughter of Mary Polly Walker and John Coleman. Mary was born 
June 30, 1767, and John was born March 6, 1765 in Virginia.

Ann Ezell was the first recorded Ezell in America. Records 
indicate that she was in Jamestown in 1634. This information comes 
from "Early Virginia Immigrants, 1623-1666" page 110, by George 
Carbell Greer. There is no information recorded indicating if she 
was married, single, mother, or widow. Nor if she -had any 
children. However, it is strange to think that a woman of that , 
time period would be without family in such a harsh place such as 
early Jamestown. 


Timothy Ezell was born in England probably, about 1625. His name 
appears on record January 4, 1652 from "Surry Records, 1652-1684" 
page 6, by Elizabeth Davis, as receiving land from one "John 
Jennings". In the 1668 list of tithables, Timothy is the only male 
named Ezell listed. Also listed is his wife Mary. In the census of 
Surry County, Virginia in 1683, there lists Timothy Sr., Timothy 
Jr., Michael, and George Ezell. In 1687, Michael and George Ezell 
and a Timothy Ezell are listed as being part of the Surry Co. 
horse malitia. This had to be Timothy Jr. due to the fact that 
Timothy Sr. was listed as being exempt from tax levies on June 
7,1682 because of "being very poor and aged". Timothy Sr. died 
prior to 1696 due to the fact that his wife appeared in court to 
testify as to his estate and inventory, which the court accepted 
as being accurate, dated March 4, 1696.

Johnathon Ezell enlisted in Co. "A", 24th Mississippi -Regiment 
Infantry on Aug.22, 1861. It is stated on his srecords that he 
enlisted at State Line, Greene Co. Mississippi. He was captured at 
the battle of Lookout Mountain at Chattanooga, Tennessee on Nov. 
24, 1863. He was sent to prison in Rock Island, Illinois for the 
duration of the war and was paroled Feb.25, 1865. 

Johnathon Ezell married Martha Ellen Pope in 1866. Martha Ellen 
had previously been married’ to a Jacob Hutto and had bore a 
daughter named Frances. Jacob was killed in the Civil War. Martha 
was born in 1845 in Alabama. She died Aug. 14, 1924. She is buried 
in Pascagoula, Mississippi. Johnathon is believed to be buried in 
Morriston Cemetery near Hattisburg, Mississippi. Johnathon and 
Martha had eight children in addition to Frances.

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"I Remember Mom, Dad And The Sycamoie" 
by Elmer Ezell 

This incident, from my youth, is recalled as a result of my 
memories being re-kindled by the — "The Day a Hobo Called Me". 
in the Premiere Collectors Edition, of Reminisce, Jan. 1992. a 

Boxcar Willie (Wm Martin) of country music fame explains the 
name "Hobos" is a contraction for "Hoe Boys" that were actually 
transient workers who worked the fields for farmers in different 
parts of the country. Originally they furnished their own hoes. 
The different growing seasons caused their migration and their 
meager wages necessitated the illicit mode of freight train 
transportation. 

I am grateful for the name “Hobos" and the values of the day 
in which it was bestowed. If the naming of this group was 
required in this age, I fear some hip rapper would saddle them 
with "hoers", creating a phoney phonetical inference, which would 
be a blatant miscarriage of justice. Such a name would be quite 
inappropriate for those stopping at our house, as they did not 
shrink from assigned chores and were willing workers. 

Secretly, I rejoiced the mornings of their visits, because I- 
knew, at least A a day, I would not have to split wood, rake 
Laseeey mow grass, spade the garden, etc. 

Many mornings we would have as many as three different 
visitors one after another. We never had four or more. They 
would appear at approximately 30 min. intervals and never came 
- after 10 a.m. The first Hobo would usually get the best hand-out, 


both in quality and quantity. It follows that he also was 
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assigned the most distasteful or difficult chores. Subsequent 
callers had fewer or no chores and their rewards, as a rule, 
diminished proportionally. This was not planned, merely a matter 
of economics, as my Mom would have spread a feast for all if it 
had been within her means. Several times when our cupboard was 
bare, or nearly so, all that was served was a stack of hoe- 
cakes, saturated in fresh churned butter; swimming in sorghum 
syrup, for which Mom was apologetic and the Hobos thankful. 

There were nine children and it was extremely difficult for 
Dad to provide for a family of eleven during the height (or depth 
if you prefer) of the great depression. This required his 
absence from home more often than not. Consequently, it fell 
Mom's lot to manage the household affairs as well as being the 
disciplinarian. 

Mom's time was extremely limited and seldom ara she 
elaborate on a subject. Often she would use an intonation in 
speaking, the special meaning of which we children learned early 
on. Most of these were related to instruction of prohibition. 
The weakest prohibition, such as "that is unwise" or "I prefer you 
do not"; as the occasion demanded, would often progress to the use 
of the strongest word in her vocabulary and one all of my 
brothers, sisters, and I dreaded to hear. It was used 
infrequently and once uttered, meant there was no possibility of 
negotiation, the subject was unalterably closed. Without degrees 
of variation it meant; you shall not, you must not, you can not, 


you should be ashamed of yourself and woe be unto you, if I catch 
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you even thinking about this again. This small potent word was 
SHANT, a word so unattractive that I have seldom repeated it. The 
way Mom spoke this word and its meaning to me bordered on 
profanity which Mom never used or allowed in her presence. 

One day, after three successive mornings of three Hobos each, 
Dad reached a conclusion and announced "we have been marked". He 
pointed out that each Hobo had to travel over 2 miles from the 
railroad tracks to our house. They passed 50 residences without 
hesitancy, looking neither right nor left but rather made a bee 
line to our back door. They all followed the same route on 
approaching but often left via diverse routes. How the Hobos knew 
the route to our street has always been a mystery but within a 
matter of minutes we learned how they knew to stop at our house 
as bad had found the Hobos' mark. Dad gleefully exclaimed "it's 
on the tree". The mark was as Steam Train Maury described in the 
story in the Collectors Edition of Reminisce. it was a cross with 
both the vertical and horizontal lines being of equal length, 
bisecting each other at their center points, forming four 90 
deghee angles. 

"The tree", in our front yard, was a magnificent sycamore, 
tremendous both in girth and height. Because of its large 
circumference and absence of low limbs "the tree" was difficult to 
eale. The panorama enjoyed from its uppermost branches was well 
worth the effort. From this lofty perch I could literally look 
down on friend and foe alike. In my fantasy, I was king of all I 
could see. 


To the south three miles distance could be seen the sparkling 
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‘waters of the Gulf of Mexico', two miles to the west was the 
abandoned ruins of the International Shipyard where on November ll, 
1918, many workers threw their tools overboard and started 
returning to their respective forme and homes to pursue more 
preferred endeavors. Further west the river comes into view that 
prompted Longfellow to pen,"Gnarled oaks and cypress knees from 
the Pascagoula's sunny bays", in his poem, " The Building of a 
Ship". [The words were not checked for accuracy but recalled from 
eighth grade literature. I never cared for the poem but our 
teacher thought it lovely. ] 

Continuing clockwise, gazing over the almost deserted 
business district to the north and continuing further about three 
miles east along the L & N-' Railroad tracks was an area thick with 
trees and dense foliage. A ribbon of blue smoke was often seen 
as it wafted toward the sky. Later I learned that the smoke was 
from the Hobo's campfire in their Hobo jungle. Years later, as 
the area gave way to progress, I visited the site and found a 
quantity of lost or discarded personal objects, such as buttons 
and belt buckles. Dime store quality knives, forks, and spoons 
were in abundance along with rusty cans of various capacities. 

The cans were apparently used over the camp fire and doubled as 
serving utensils. 

The area was rich in sassafras roots, many of which were 
exposed, some pre-boiled. Obviously the Hobos drank a lot of 
sassafras tea. This came as no surprise as our town had long been 
known for its unpalatable odious water. It is understandable why 


the "squirrel went berserk in the first righteous church in 
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Pascagoula". He probably had fallen in the baptistery. 

I had not noticed the Hobos' mark before Dad pointed it out 
and would not have understood its meaning if I had. It was 
partially obscured by several years growth as Mother Nature tried 
to heal the wound. From the mark's age Dad concluded that our 
back door hand outs had been going on for some time. I suspect 
all Dad could see at the moment was dollar marks. A wake of sand 
and gravel followed Dad's car as he scratched off, heading toward 
the business area of our town. 

Dad was held in high regard throughout the area. He had been 
elected to highest office in the county, was a member of the 
school board and active in civic organizations and community 
affairs, consequently, it wasn't a problem for him to round up a 
crew of four husky woodcutters in less than an hour. The workmen 
brought an array of axes, saws, safety lines, ladders, and related 
equipment. Mom met them at "The Tree" and inquired as to their 
intention. 

I had not heretofore, witnessed a confrontation between Mom 
and Dad and I admit I was nervous about the outcome. The air was 
filled with tension, as Dad explained the obvious, which was, he 
intended to cut the sycamore down level to the ground; removing 
the Hobo's mark and preventing its return forevermore. 

-Mom was calm and composed. Little did I realize I was going 
to hear the longest speech, to my knowledge, that she ever made. 
Time has dimmed most of what she said but the gist of her remarks 
was as follows: 


"What has this tree done? What crime could it have possibly 
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committed? No! There is no fault in the tree. It isa 

little cross carved thereon that provokes you to take such 

drastic action. How did the cross get there and what does it 
mean? 

Some time ago a hungry traveler passed our way and asked 
for food and drink. He left satisfied, refreshed, and with a 
heart so filled with gratitude he left a sign for others that 
may pass this way also needing food and drink. To those that 
follow him the mark means that someone in this house will 
share with a less fortunate, a portion of what she has 
whether it be a lot or little. 

I am that someone. The cross is not a Hobo's mark at 
all, as it represents Me. Therefore, it is My mark, I claim 
it and "The Tree" that bares it." 

Hoti"s voice dropped a couple of octaves and while, barely 

audible, she eloquently but softly said "and you gentlemen 

shant cut "My Tree" down.” 
It was almost unbelievable that the dreaded "sShant" would work on 
Dad, but he said not a word as he helped the workmen gather their 
tools. 

Perhaps, I felt sorry for Dad because I had never known him 
to encounter a situation that he could not win or handle 
gracefully. Of course, I would have felt worse if he had 
succeeded in cutting the tree down. 

Later, in a consoling attitude I asked Dad if his wanting to 
cut the tree down was motivated by the thought that one of the 
Hobos might come back at night and rob us. I guess I was trying 


to give him an out. 
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In a jovial manner he answered, that only an idiot would 
break in a house filled with eleven people. Further the Hobos 
were smart enough to know we had nothing worth stealing. They are 
-also smart enough to know if we had something of value, they 
would not have to steal - all they would have to do is to let 
their needs be known to your generous Mother who would see to it 
that they would not leave empty handed. 

After this point in time Dad mellowed, so much so he actually 
participated in some of Mom's generous efforts. As time passed 
it was only natural that all of us children left home and started 
our own families. 

Mom continued her generosity for ten years after Dad died 
when she too passed away. Soon after Mom died, without apparent 
cause eae heathy magnificent sycamore died and had to be taken 
down. God in his wisdom elected not to let Mom's cross remain as 
it was now meaningless. For the cross to remain many needy 
wayfarers would have been disappointingly mislead. God is never 


devious or misleading, Mom's tree had to go.

When Leslie returned to Alabama he taught school and served the 
Siloam and York Baptist churches in Sumter County and Eureaka at 
Cromwell, Choctaw County, for afternoon services. In. Washington 
County, Alabama he pastored churches in Millry, Cullomburg, Frankville 
Three Forks, Tibbie, Yorbo and Isney. His pastorates while living at Why

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Chapter 1 


_...A Glance At The Ezell. Family. — -- — 


This is an old family. The French records derive the name from d’Ussel 
of Limousin, Marche and Anvergne. The translation of a French sentence 
in Mr. Amasa B. Windham’s “The Ezell Family,” which is in the 
Department of Archives and History in Montgomery, Alabama is: “The 
house (family) of Ussel, springs from the duchy of Ventadour, in Limonsin 


which is situated under the Lordship of Ussel, near the town of Gannet, 
proves its connection with William of Ussel, (son of Ebles 111 of Ventadour 
and Lady (of) Burbon), pounder of the Abbey of Bonnaygues or Bonaygue 
in 1157. Established in Marche since 1522.” 

The Catholic Church persecuted the Hugenots of France for years 
during the 1500s and 1600s. After 1590 many fled to England and from 


there to-Americaand other-countries7It is probable that it was during this~ 


persecution that the Ussels left France, and Timothy and his two brothers, 
George and Michael made their ways to Virginia with the Hugenots who 
came to America. 

There is a legend in all branches of the Ezell family that three brothers 
came to America from France. Some say their arrival was with the 
Frenchman, General Lafayette, who fought for the colonies during the 
Revolutionary War. No record of an Ezell is found in the list of troops with 
the General. (Amasa B. Windham “The Ezell Family”). However the three 
brothers were of French descent. 

The Ezell name has undergone many changes in spelling, Isriell, Isold, 
Iseld, Essell, Ezelle, Ezell and others. 

Surry County, Virginia is the place where the first records of the Ezell 
family are found, along with that of several families, the Abords, 
Bradertons, Stephens and Weeks, who probably came to America at the 
same time or settled close together, The early wills, tithes and court 
records show a connection between these four families. But the 
relationship, if there was one, has not been identified. (“Your Inheritance” 
Mrs. Robbie Lee Gillis Ross Part I! Ch. 1, p. 33). 

The name was known in America as early as the middle of the 
seventeenth century, more than a hundred years before the Revolution. 
Since many of these names on the records of Surry County, Virginia, lived 
in the same counties of the family residence, the weight of evidence 
appears to be against the Lafayette legend. 

Timothy Ezell (Issal, Issel, Essell) was born in England. He was in 
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~ Virginia'on January 4, 1652 (Surry Records, 1652-1684, p. 6, by Elizabeth _ 


Davis.) ‘ 
“John Jennings by virtue of Timothy Issell, doe give . . . power for me 
. . . for land belonging tome. . .,” in which he assigned 211 acres.* 


It ’seemis logical ‘to assume that Timothy had arrived in Surry County, 
Virginia previous to that date, and had been in the country long enough to 
have established himself as an honorable and dependent inhabitant and 
acquired land. (J. B. Boddie, “Historical Southern Families” Vol. XIV, p. 
166.) 

Timothy apparently became dissatisfied and went back to England after 
the 211 acre land transaction. He returned to Virginia about 1656, to 
remain, being one of eleven persons brought to Surry County, Virginia by 


: brother, George, of Colonial Surry. Especially for the members of the Ezell 


Captain Canfield (Caufield) for which the Captain received 550 acres of 
land on January 24, 1656 (Pat. Bk. 4, p. 52). He was awarded 50 acres for 
each person brought by him to the colonies. 

In the 1668 list of tithables of Surry County, Timothy is the only man 


named Ezell“His wife was Mary ~~ _. Fifteen years later, in the census of 


1683 Timothy Sr., Timothy Jr., Michael, and George Ezell are registered. 


a In 1687 (Va. Col., Militia, Crozier pp. 101-102),a. Timothy-and-a-Michael—— | 


Ezell are found as members of the horse militia for Surry County. This 
Timothy probably was Timothy Jr., as Timothy Sr., was exempted from tax 
levies on June 7, 1682, “being very poor and aged,” (Surry County, Va., 
Order Bk. Vol. 1, p. 381). He died prior to 1696, and seems to have died 
intestate as no will has been found. However, the inventory of his estate is 
found in Surry County.

To son, Timothy, furniture, beds, etc., when he is 16 years old.

The fact that the children were so young indicates that George Sr., was 
not a very old man, probably 42 years old at the time of his death. He 
seems to have been more prosperous or fortunate than Timothy and his 
sons, and according to the location of the land left to his son George, 
lived some distance from the others. (“Your Inheritance” by Mrs. Ross, 
part Ill, ch. 2, p. 37.) 

Timothy Ezell, son of George Ezell, was born ca. 1689 in Virginia, and 
died August 15, 1760. He married ca. 1715 Mary . He lived in Sussex 
County, Virginia, which was made from Surry County. On April 8, 1754, 
he deeded to his beloved son Thomas, in the Parish of Albemarle “a parcel 
of land” ((Sussex County Deed Bk.

He listed 
John’s first wife as Jane, and his second wife as Asenath. The information 
on the Daughters of the American Revolution papers of Ethel Ezell 
Harwell Miller and of Norma Ezell Powers, listed Hartwell’s father as John, 
whose wife was Asenath. That way the connecting John, (our John) was 
determined. He is listed in the 1790 census of Wake County, North 
Carolina, John Easel, 4 males over 16, 0 under 16, 4 females and 2 slaves.

“Hartwell Ezell (John Thomas, Timothy, George) the second child and 
first son of John Ezell, Jr., and his wife, Jane, was born 28 December 1764, 
Albemarle Parish, Sussex County, Virginia. His old family Bible, now in 
possession of his descendant, Lee C. Ezell, of Lake Wales, Florida, giving 
the date of his birth is the same date given in the Albemarle Parish 
Register, p. 42. 

‘Hartwell Ezell migrated from Virginia to South Carolina, thence to 
Georgia, where he first settled in Burke County. Then in 1793, he moved 
to Jasper County, Georgia, where he bought land and settled near 
Monticello. The land records of Jasper County, Jasper County Court 
House, Monticello, Georgia, verify this information. Hartwell Ezell was 
one of the earliest settlers anda leading citizen of Jasper County. He was a 
highly respected and much loved man. He married Sealey Lowery ca. 1792 
or early 1793. She was born 15 March 1767 and died 3 October 1814, 
Jasper County, Georgia. Hartwell and Sealey (Lowrey) Ezell had a son 
named Simeon. This seems to indicate that she was the daughter of 
Simeon Lowrey. 

“Hartwell Ezell fought for liberty in the Revolutionary War. The 
Daughters of the American Revolution erected a monument at his grave. 
He died 17 November 1836 and is buried near Monticello, Jasper County, 
Georgia. Both he and his wife Sealey, are buried in the family cemetery 
located on his farm.

He was 
captured on Island 10 in the Mississippi River during the seige of 
Vicksburg and imprisoned at Camp Randall, at Madison, Wisconsin. He 
became 5th Sergeant of the outfit after prisoners were exchanged. He was 
wounded at New Hope Church near Atlanta on July 28, 1864. His 
commanding officer, General Baker carried Charlie off the battlefield 
riding on the back of his horse. His right leg was amputated above the 
knee, and he was retired to the Invalid Corps., Provisional Army CSA and 
discharged in December 1864. - 

General Baker was so fond of Charlie that he visited in his home in Mt. 
Sterling, Choctaw County, Alabama. He gave Charlie a desk which is still 
in the Baker Ezell family. 

After. the War, Charlie became a merchant, first at Desotoville, 
Choctaw County, Alabama and then at Thompkinsville, a town on the 
Tombigbee River. According to Judge Wilber Dearman of Livingston, 
Sumter County, Alabama, Thompkinsville was at one time the largest 
voting box in Sumter County, before it was placed in Choctaw County 
when it was formed in 1847. 

When Charlie’s family began to increase, he moved to Mt. Sterling, 
Choctaw County, Alabama for his children to have advantage of the well 
advanced educational system there. He and Rosa Anna reared eight 
children there in Mt. Sterling. She died there and he moved to Lisman, 
Choctaw County, Alabama in 1912. (See Lisman history, Chapter 8.)

About the time Choctaw County was formed, a new town sprang up in 
the northern part. In an area where the old Butler York road crosses the 
road to a section known as the crossroads, several houses were built, and 
by July, 1850, a post office was needed. Sat 


—The 1840’ Sumter County, Alabama census John Ezell was shown_as___ 
owning 17 slaves, 11 M. and 6 F. Then in 1850 Choctaw County, Alabama 


_census he is shown as having 13.slaves, 7 M. and 6 F. 


On July 1, 1850, the town of Barbour was designated as a post | office 
with Noah Barbour serving as postmaster. He served until May 8, 1851, 


The 1860 census lists the families as “B” and not as slaves. There were 


four families, David Ezell, listed as a farm laborer, born in Alabama, his 


wife Celia, three girls and one boy. The Samuel family with wife Mary, 
three girls and one boy. There was Hal, born in North Carolina, his wife 
Maria born in South Carolina, Adam; born in Alabama and an older 
woman, Flora, born in North Carolina. 

‘The fourth family was David, born in Virginia, his wife born in Alabama 


and two girls. 
These same black Ezell families are listed in the 1870 Choctaw County, 


Alabama census. 


There was a young negro man, Clark, age 19 on the list. On May 7, 1892. © 


a Clark Ezell bought land in T 15-R-2W Sec. 23-SW% of NW. Patent No. 
11210. This land is near Jachin, Alabama. W. Leslie Ezell remembers this 
Clark, and thinks he is the one to whom Edwin Garland gave the forty 
acres and a mule. 

On January 8, 1896 a Margaret Ezell (presumably black) bought land in 
T-15N-Range 2W-Sec. 13-NE% of SW% and SEY of SW%, patent no. 
14751. Margaret T., the wife of William J., had died in 1885. 

Descendants of these Ezells still live in North Choctaw County. Many at 
Cromwell, Alabama. They have nice homes, a number of them brick 
buildings, and a substantial acreage of good land. Several are teachers in 


the Choctaw County public. schools.

and was paid-$6.83 for his total-services- The net-proceeds-of-the-po: 
office were $8.52. This low figure was indicative of the times, because 
some of the larger post offices showed less than $50 for a comparative 
time. 

This settlement was apparently started by John Ezell, who came from 
Jasper County, Georgia, about 1832. As the town began to grow, such 
outstanding names as McCall, Walton, Ezell, Westcott, Gaston, Ward, 
Thompson, Taylor, Seales, Moore, Fitch and Smith showed up on the 
records. 

‘One of the early stores in this community was built by Charles Thomas 
Ezell about the close of the War Between the States. Another early 
business was established by Captain David Smith, the great grandfather of 
C. R. Ezell, then Commissioner of District I. 

At one time, the town, which changed its name in the early 1850's to 
Desotoville, boasted of at least four stores, an academy equal to a high™ 
school complete with music, a bar, a cotton gin, a grist mill, several 
churches, a Masonic Lodge and a blacksmith shop run by a man named 
Means. It was a typical farm town, depending on agriculture for existence. 

An old timer, a Negro named Dock Harris, who is about 88 years old, 
said that he played baseball on a team from another area against. the 
Desotoville team in about 1900. Harris said that at that time, communities 
developed baseball teams, and the best players made the team. He recalls 
that the town had about 500 peopleliving there with two doctors and one 
dentist. The dentist, he said was a Dr. Rob Le Noir who pulled his first 
tooth for him in Desotoville. 

In the late 1800s, some of the people started to migrate to Mt. Sterling, 
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which boasted an outstanding educational system, also a better trans- 
portation system. A OS ae . oe 
The Desotoville Masonic Lodge No. 178 was organized on August 19, 
1852, and chartered December 8, 1853. This-record indicated. that the. 
town of Barbour changed its name about 1852 instead of that as indicated 
in the postal records. The lodge was moved to Lisman, Alabama where 
most of its members were living at that time. It flourished there until the 
Depression and forfeited its charter in 1933. 
The last postmaster at Desotoville was the late Mrs. W. H. Christopher, 
who served until about 1907. Her daughter, Mrs. Ina Graves, recalls that 
for some time her mother rode a horse to another post office to get their

: Mt. Sterling 

As early as 1810 the Tombigbee River settlements had extended as far 
out to what became the village of Mt. Sterling. 

The cheap land, mild climate and good timber attracted good settlers 
from Georgia, Virginia, Tennessee and North and South Carolina. One of 
the first settlers was Mr. Sanford E. Catterlin,.a northern man. He 
established a post office October 26, 1838 which he called Mt. Sterling, 
named for Mt. Sterling, Kentucky. 

The Methodist Church was organized in 1854 and the Baptist Church 
about the same time. Land near the Baptist Church was given to the 
community of Mt. Sterling as a free burial ground by Judge George F. 
Smith. Descendants of some of those first settlers are still being interred in 
this cemetery. A monument has been placed in the cemetery in memory 
of Judge Smith. 

The first school was a small one room school known as the Catterlin 
School. The first large school on record was the male academy which was 
established about 1847, and was known as the “Choctaw County 
Seminary.”

The house had two large rooms with two smaller ones on the rear, and a 
spacious hall between the rooms. This entire part of the house is celled 
with broad, hand planed heart pine lumber.

After the town of 
Lisman was started and new houses were built, this one was added to on 
the front and an ell on the back, but the main body of the house is the 
same as before the war, and in good state of preservation. 

It was owned and occupied by Mrs. C. L. Williams (Susie), a daughter of 
Charles T. Ezell until her death, and is now owned and occupied by Mr 
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and Mrs. Harry Chester. 
The new town was named Lisman by Mr. John T. Cochran, who built the 


railroad. At one stage of construction Mr. Cochrane’s funds were 
“exhausted and work on the road was stopped. He made a trip-to New-York ox 
to arrange for money with which to complete the track from Mobile to | 
Reform, Alabama. A Mr. Lisman let him have part of the money, and he 
promised to name a town on his railroad for him. Charles Thomas agreed 
that this town could be named Lisman, so in 1912 the tracks were 
connected there. 
The first school was taught in one of the plantation cotton houses until 
a structure could be built. Miss Mattye Ezell was the first teacher and later 
fer sister Maude taught there. Mate 
Church services were held in the “schoolhouse” until a Methodist and a 
Baptist Church were built in about 1914-16. The same building is being 
used by the Baptists today, but the Methodists worship in a second _

For many years the town bustled with several planing mills, and lumber 
was king. Farming was also excellent. At one time the little town had four 
busy general stores, a post office, a garage, and a two story hotel. : 

Dr. W. H. Christopher was the first medical doctor to reside in Lisman. 
Later others practiced there. 

The Lisman Training School, with financial help from the Ford 
Foundation and County Board of Education was built in the early 1920's, 
for the benefit of the Negro citizens. It is still in operation as a part of the 
public school system of Choctaw County. 

All of Charles Thomas’ children followed him to Lisman and some 
members of their families still live there. John B. and Rainer, Baker's sons, . -. 
M. T., Sim’s grandson, Clark Taylor, Taylor’s son and James Walton (Dub) 
are still in business there. Marvin, Sim’s son operated a garage until he 
retired. Floyd and Lloyd Agnew’s twin sons have returned to live there 
since their retirement.

Lavaca and Lotts Ferry 


Lavaca is a community situated in the Northeast section of Choctaw 
County on State Highways No. 114 and No. 10 on the south. 

Its history dates from Indian habitation to pioneer settlement, to the 
Cotton Kingdom Era, to the War Between the States, and finally to the 
present day. The first plantations were settled during the late 1830’s. One - 
of the first pioneer families was that of William Davis, Jr., and his wife 
Mary. They received the first land grant of 1,000 acres made after the 
removal of the Indians in the early 1830's. Winston Wilcox and his sister, ~ 
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nized a hunting club that used the camphouse for bunking. 
He and Mary started to have fish fries by reservation. In 1958 the camp. -~ 
--was-opened as a-full.time restaurant. It has been quite successful with Roy 
as manager and co-owner. At times one can meet people there from-a——~ 
radius of at least two hundred miles. 
This business has grown from private fries, to a chain of restaurants, 
mostly called “Catfish Cabin,” with 18 locations in 8 states. The fish 
market that started under the Camphouse has grown to two modern 
processing and freezing plants, also a seafood and bait company which 
supplies restaurants and fisherman throughout the Southeast. C. A. III has 
been-quite helpful in the expansion of the business.

When the Creek War broke out in 1812-1814 a large number of people 
from the Carolinas, Georgia, Virginia, and Tennessee volunteered and 
came into Alabama to help fight the Indians. These soldiers were so 
impressed by the country surrendered by the Creeks that they returned in 
large numbers into that territory, and from 1817-19 the adjoining counties 
of Perry, Green, and Marengo were settled by these people. 

On September 27, 1830 the government of the United States and the

(and various spellings of, the name) , a Thomas Brereton was Burgess in 1682 
from Northumberland County. 36 Mr. Brereton's estate - 24 February 1658 in 
Northumberland County, 37 was recorded 6 October 1668. His widow was Mary 
Brereton. Henry Broroton and wife Sarah were in litigation against Richard

The fact that George, Je. was under 21 and Elizabeth not 16 indicates 
that George Sr. was fot a very old man, probably 42 years old or less at the 
time of his death. He seems to have been more prosperous or fortunate than 
Timothy and his sons, and, according to the location of the land left to his 
son George, lived some distance from the others. 


The will4l of George Ezell Jr. is so mutilated that only five children 


are accounted for. It was proved 20 January 1730. He devised the following:

man when his father executed his will. William,.Sr. died in New Hanover 
County, North Carolina, 1775. |His wife's name is unknown. 


An inventory Le the Estate®0 of John Tooke, late of Surry County

The Court Records86 of 26 May 1767 continued the suit that Amos Horton 
and Jane, his wife, filed against John, Michael and Elizabeth Ezell, for her 
dower. She had married Amos pies Jr. between August 1766, and 25 March 
1767. Influenced by her second husband, she must have regretted her August 
decision in rejecting her dower, and they took steps to obtain her part. 

On 12 January 176987 Amos Horton was in possession of his wife's land 
and slaves, which was lawful in Colonial times. A married woman could not 
own real estate and everything she owned became the property of her husband. 
Amos Horton, Jr. sold everything she had received from her first husband's 
estate to John Peebles. He ran through his wife's property rapidly and 
they removed from Brunswick County. At the time the sale was made, Amos 
owned in right of his wife, Jane, one~third of a tract of land called Poll 
Cat, which was rented to Edward Rowell, one-third of a tract whereon John 
Jeeter lived which he rented, and one-third of another tract whereon John 
Jeeter lived and which he rented. The record of the sale of Jane's pro- 


perty continues: "also one Negro girl named Lucy which I hold in right of

Miel did not name all of his children in his will, only Elizabeth

| William® FP. Ezell, (Miel°, William, Jr. 4, William, Sr.3, Michael2, 
Timethy1) was the eldest of Miel and Priscilla Rives Ezell's three sons. 
He uae born about 1790 in Greensville County, Virginia and died 1839 in 
Clarke County, Adictedoa. The Ezells, with the Wilsons, came to Alabama in 
1817, first locating on the Alabama River. Afterwards,108 they settled a 


few niles south of Suggsville. William F. Ezell was appointed guardian to 


his brothers, Miel and nedEgon Exell, while Priscilla, his sister, chose 
Gabriel Hawkins, her sister: ‘Angeline’ s husband, as her guardian. This was 
the first Monday of May 1818. 

William F. Ezell's wife was Lucy Wilson, daughter of Joshua and 
Barbara Roper (Roapar) Wilson. Her estatel09 settlement was begun 9 
January 1839 with hér brothers Joshua S. and James M. Wilson, as adminis- 
trators.

It’s not that she was so busy. She just didn’t know 
who they were until recently. She flew into Mobile 
last week and is spending the Thanksgiving holiday 
in Lucedale absorbing everything she can about her 
interwoven family history. 

“T think they are great. They may be a little sick, 
they accepted me,” she said jokingly. 

The reunion at Sally Jo Ezell’s home has brought 
in cousins from far and near. : 

“We had a total of 43 people here today. We had a 
very good day, very nice,” said Ezell. 

“This is Shirley’s first time meeting a bunch of 
them,” she said. : 

Leona McGee Looper, 56, and Kenny McGee, 51, 
came from Fort Worth, Texas. Vernon McGee trav- 
eled from Conway, Ark. Rebecca Ivey and Charleen 
Weaver came from Jackson, Miss., and Renee Lit- 
tlepage drove in from Mobile, Ala. 

Thursday's gathering culminated more than a 
year of planning. Vernon McGee had originally 
planned to host it in Arkansas but Ezell’s health 
problems led to it being held at her home in 
Lucedale. 

Everyone was excited, often talking simultane- 
ously while trying to get a fact or a date pertaining 
to their life’s history. 

' Bartlett was born in 1935 and adopted a year 
ater. 

“T heard the word at three and didn’t know what 
it meant so I have been searching for my family in 
my mind at least 65 years,” she said. 

Her adopted parents told her very little about 
her background. She grew up as an only child. 

“T was told unbelievable stories. I think if I was 
told up front, I probably wouldn’t have even searched. 
I wouldn’t know to search. But I wasn’t complete and 
T had to know why I never felt complete,” she said. 

When Bartlett’s adopted parents died approxi- 
mately 22 years ago, she went through their paper- 
work and found two birth certificates. The first birth 
certificate was in the birth name Pauline Roberta 
McGee. The second had the adopted name Shirley 
Ann Butter. 

Bartlett put a finder on the case. 

“When I got that telephone call I was mystified. I 
was lonely growing up, the only child. Then I was 
told by this finder that I had that ‘Oh my, you come 
from a big family and they are all down south.’ I just 
said, ‘What?’ I could hardly grasp it all,” Bartlett said. 

“I always felt like there a piece of me was out 
there. I could never explain that feeling. The day I 
was told to call Sally Jo and the minute she said hel- 
lo, it’s gone. That was it. I knew I had found my fam- 
ily. I am home. I have never been happier in my 
whole life,” she said. > 

Bartlett and her cousins story began years ago 
with their parents — four siblings who were placed 
in a siblings home in Jackson, Miss., when their 
parents’, Bertha Jane Rimmer and Fred Bell McGee, 
union failed. : 

The four siblings are now deceased, Ezell said. 

Lillian McGee McLeod (Peak), birthed Ezell and 
another daughter who died at six months.’

Lillian’s twin is Leon McGee McLeod McGee. He 
had seven children, which include Kenny, Vernon and 
Leona. 

Kitty Mae McGee Frederick gave birth to Bartlett 
out of wedlock and put her up for adoption. 

The fourth sibling, Mary Frankie McGee, was 
adopted and renamed Dorothy Dean Riser. She mar- 
ried Charlton Alexander Weaver. She gave birth to 
Ivey, Weaver and Littlepage. A son died at six 
‘months. ’ 

The twins, Lillian and Leon, were adopted by 
Neil and Sallie McLeod of Vernal, Miss. 

It’s unknown whether Frederick was adopted. 
She was shifted to several homes, Ezell said. 

Most of the cousins knew each other but they 
didn’t know about Bartlett until 1997, said Ezell. .

“We don’t have sound documentation,” she said. 

The reunion has been a learning experience for 
them all, nostalgic pictures to look at and old letters 
to read. 

The rest of the family learned that Bartlett was in 
show business. She played guitar, saxophone and 
clarinet. “I was a stage performer for many years, tel- 
evision, radio. I performed at the Grand Ole Opry, 
before Loretta Lynn was there, for two weeks,” she 
said. 

Bartlett said she had visited Mississippi before but 
didn’t know she had relatives there. _ 

Bartlett had two children. She said one died of 
cancer at age 31 and the other lives in Indepen- 
dence, Mo. 

“He’s a rebel. He grew up with the adopted par- 
ents so that’s the only life he knows and wants to 
know but Vernon had met him and he has talked to 
him on the phone before. The Lord will get him 
here,” she said.
